UR Forces under the Command of the 

Earl of Marleborough, having taken the 

Town, together with the 0/4 and New 

Forts of Kin-ſale, and thoſe Commanded by 

Licutcnant General Douglaſs, having likewiſe 
B penne 
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pos up the Irifh to the Province of Ulſter, 
y taking the ſtrong Forts of Bahanand Res, 
with ſome others, and the Winter ſeaſon draw» 
ing on, the Generals thought fir to break-up 
the Summers Campaign (which in all reſpe&s 
had been as happy as could be reaſonly deſired, 
EXcept in the Aﬀeair of Limerick : ) Purſuant to 
which, on the 14th. of November, Lieutenant 
General Ginkle, and Major General Scravenmore, 
arrtv'd at Dublin; whitherwas come ſome days 
before, Sir Fohn Lanier, Major General Kirk, 
and other General Officers, in order to regulate 
Matters with the Lords Juſtices, about Winter 
Quarters; and ſome few daies after the Lords 

uftices iſſued forth a Proclamation, for regu- 
ating the Quarrers of the Army, and aſcertain« 
Ing Rates to be allow'd for the Soldiers Dyet ; 
the Prices of Proviſions, and the manner how 
the Inhabirants that truſt them,ſhall be paid for 
the ſame. Their Lordſhips likewiſe 1fſued a 
Proclamation, for preventing the Miſchicfs oc+ 
caſioned by the Rapparees, which about this 
time began to be very troubleſome 3 ſeveral lirtle 
Skirmiſhes happened between them,and the Mi- 
fitia, all the latter part of this Month, eſpecially 
xn the County of Wick/oe. On the 29th. Lieu- 
tenant General Ginble left Dublin, in order to go 
to his Head Quarters at Kilkenny (having firſt 
ſetled ſeveral! Matters with the Lords Juſtices, 
for the good Government of the Soldiers) and 
the reſt of the Generals,and other Officers, thac 
were there, likewiſe return'd to their ſeyeral 
Quarters: Proviſions for Men, and Forage for 
Horſe, being yery ſcarce amongſt the Rebels in 
_ the Province of Connaught, putthem upon —_ 
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ing ſeveral of their Regiments over the Shannon ; 
bur they finding our Frontiers ſo well provided, 
and our Troops ſo ſoon got together to oppoſe 
them, they Immediately retreated with great 
Precipitation. This day an Account likewiſe 
came to Dublin from Bir, Thar Collonel Guſtavus 
Hamilton, haviug the day before, ſent out a ſmall 
Detachment towards Portomna, under the Come 
mand of a Lieutenant, they mer, in their way, 
with a party of the Enemy ; the Rebels, after 
their firſt Firing, immediatly fled, and in 
the purſuit our Men killed 25 of them on the 
ſpot, and took two Officers, and Eleyen com- 
mon Soldiers Prifoners: Others of our Troops, 
being out a ſcouring the Roads of Rapparees, 
took up, upon the Borders of the County of 
Kildare, a (ſupply of Meal, Salr, Tobacco, ahd 
other Commodities, which was ſent through 
by-waies, and in the Night, rowards Banaber, for 
the Relicf of the Rebels; but che Perſons who 
conduQed ir, made their eſcape; however a 
Letter. was found, which gave ſufficient grounds 
ro beljeve, that the Prote&ed Papiſts in our 
Quarters, held Corrcſpondence with the Rebels ; 
and that they had ſome ill Deſign in hand ; 
whereupon, the Sunday following, at Night, 
a general ſearch was made through Dab/in, and 
moſt of the Papiſts ſecured rill farther Order. 
On the firſt of December, . ſuch of the Privy 
Council, as were in Dublin,, mer ar the Caſtle, 
rogether with the Lords Juſtices, and took the

lin ; they Order that no Iriſh Roman 
Catholick keep a Publick Houſe.The 
Action near Caſtle-Town, wherein 22 
Rebels 2ere Killed, and 5 Taken Pri- 
ſoners. Colonel Foulke Defeats 1509 
P-2pharees,and Regular Troops, near the 
Log of Allen. Colonel Brewer takes 
the Town and Forts of Lanesboroughy 
and Deifeais 2009 of the Rebels. Maf. 
Genera! Tzttau, with 2500 Men, 
Marches into Kerry; takes the Forts at 
Scronal:old, Rowts a Party of the 
Enemies Horſe, takes the Strong Town 
of Roſs, moſt of the Garriſmm put to 
the Sword; they likewiſe take the Town

N the 24th. of D:cember, Arriv'd at 
Dublin, the Right Honourable Sir Charles 


Porter, appointed by His Majeſty ro be one of 
the Lords Juſtices, and Lord Chancellor of Tre- 
land : And on the 26th. the Privy Council met, 
where the Lords Juſtices New Commiftion was 
Readz aud Sjr Charles Porrtcr, and Tyamas 


Contngsby, 


"77 HSI: 
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Coningsby, E.\q; two of the Lords Juſtices, were 
Sworn, with the uſual Solemnity. 

The Lords Juſtices and Council, having rea- 
ſon ro ſuſpe&t, that ſcyeral dangerous Perſons, 
coming as Spies from the Rebels Quarters, and 
upon other wicked Deſigns, were ſheltered in 
the City of Dublin, by ſuch Papiſts, Natives of 
this Kingdom, as kept Taverns, and other pub- 


lick Houles 3 and there frequently met,. to con-. 


trive, as muchas in them lay, the Subverſion of 
Their Majeſtics Government, and the Ruin of 
their good SubjeRsz thought fir, by their Pro- 
clamation, to prohibic and forbid, all Papiſts, 
Natives of the Kingdom of Ireland, to ſell my 
Wine, Ale, Beer, or other Liquors, by Retail, 
upon pain of being proceeded againſt as Retailers 
of Wine, and other Liquors, without Licenſe. 
On the 25th. of December, one Mac Finmin, 
having gor rogether about 402 of the Triſh Army 
and Rapparees, he marched towards Caſtletown, 
in the County of Cork, to ſurprize 30 Dragoons, 
commanded by a Licutenant, who were Des 
rarched there from their Quarters at Iniskeen 
(from whence Caſtletown is about two miles.) 
The Lieutenant and his Dragoons bravely de- 
fended themſelyes for ſome time, killing 10 of 
the Rebels; but their Ammunition being ſpent, 
andFive of their Men killed,they were forced to 
ſurrender upon Quarter; notwithſtanding 
which, the Lieutenant, his Serjeanr, and ſeveral 
others of his Men, were baſely murdered by the 
Rebels. Burt the Alarm by this time reaching 
Iniskeen, Major Calliford,who Commanded there, 
Detatched another Parry, who ſer upon the Re- 


bels and rovted them, killing 12 of rhem, and 
B 4 taking 
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eaking $s Priſoners, without the loſs of one Mans 
On Wedneſday December 3oth. a Body of a- 
bout 200 Rapparees, appear'd at Kilcallen- 
Bridge, and Robb'd the Town ; after which they 
retired ro the Bogg of  A/len,their place of Ren- 
dezyous, abour 20 miles from Dublin. Upon 
nocice hereof, Collonel Foxlh marched from 
Dublin, on the 3d. of Fanuary, with 400 De- 
tarch'd Men, out of his and Cutt's Regiment, 
and 120 of the Milicia Foor, with 40 of Count 
Schonberg's Horſe, and joyned Collonel Piper ar 
Kildare, with 100 Men more; they came to 
Togher-Greggs, at the efitrance of the Bogg of 
Allen, abour Eleven at Night. The Rapparees 
appear'd within Muſquer Shot of our Men, and 
alarm'd them moſt part of the Night ; and by 
break of day the Enemy made a ſhew, as if they 
would defend rhe Tygher, bur ſecing our Men 
come on, they quitted ir, and gave chem only 
the trouble cf filling up the Trenches they had 
made croſs the Place ; which being done, our 
Horſe and Foot Marched over to the Iſland of 
Allen, where Collonel Piper, who, with the 
Troops under his Command, had enrtred the 
ſame on the other ſide with as lirtle difficulty, 
joyned rhem. The Rebels berook themſelves 
to the Woods, and other Faſtnefles, to the 
Number of abour 1 $00 Foot, and ſome Horſe, 
many of which were regular Troopers; butſuch 
was the induſtcy of our Men, for ſeveral Days, 
that they Diſpers'd and Clear'd thar part of che 
Country ofthem, Killing one Gtbny a Caprain, 
among them, rwo Lieurenants, and divers Pri- 
vate Souldiers, and took 29 Priſoners : Bur the 


long and dark Nights gave che main Body of 
them 
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them an opportunity of eſcape; our Men, as 
they return'd, deſtroy'd the ſcattered Cabbings, 
where they were ſheltered, and pur Garriſogs 
into other places near the Bog. 

On the firſt of Fanuary, Collonel Brewer 
marched with a Detatchmentr of their Majeſtics 
Forces, and ſome Field-pleces, towards Laneſ 
borough. About 3000 of the Rebels had poſted 
themſelves at ſome diſtance from the Town, to 
defent; che Paſſes, and had raiſed above 20 (e- 
veral Trenches croſs the Togher, en the adjacenr 
Bog, which chey diſputed from one to another; 
bur art laſt were beaten back to the Town, with 
the loſs of about 3ou of their Men. They des» 
moliſhed, in ſome meaſure, the Fort art the 
end of the Bridge, and quitting rhat and rhe 
Town in great confuſion, retir'd over the Shax- 
non 5 Collonel Brewer poſſeſfs'd himſelf of che 
Town, and the Fort, and piaced a Garriſon 
there of 300 Men, who ſoonrepair'd tlic Eridge. 

On the 1oth. of Fanuary, the Lords Juſtices 
receiv'd thefollowing Account from Cork . That, 
On the 28rh. of the laſt Month, rt. « Forces, 
Commanded by Major General Tet!a#, marched 
from Cork ro Killcreah; and on ne 29tii to 
Macromp; where Erigadie: Churchill, Siz David 
Colyer, Col. Coy, and a Detachment 0! the 
Royal Regiment of Dragaons joyn'd them, 
making in all a Body of abour 22900 Men. 
On the 3oth. and 31th, we marched forward 
into Kerry, but without meeting with any of 
the Enemies Troops 3 who, as they retir'd, 
Burnt the Country. On New «jears-day We At» 
rack'd a Forrtification rhe Enemy had raiſed at 
Scronelera (on which gco Ncn had been con- 
ih; 9"; 
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ſtantly empley'd for two Months) to hinder 
our Paſſage that way, which we took in two 
hours with little difhculty ; and then adyaneing 
along the edge of the Mountains, where the 
Rappareces entertain'd us with ſome Shot from 
the Rocks above us, but withour doing us "2 
harm: We diſcovered towards Brewſterfic/ 
ſome of the Enemies Seouts, whereupon 4o of 
Collonel Eppinger's Dragoons, and Collonel 
Coy's Horſe, having the Vanguard, preſently 
advanced, and came near to a Party of 160 of 
the Enemies Horſe 3 who, though they were a» 
bove double our number, would not ftand a 
Charge, bur ran away with all the ſpeed they 
could, upon ſmall light Horſes, moſt of them 
without Shooes 3 among theſe were the Lords 
Courſy ane Slane, and Collonel Nich. Brown, 
whom they call Lord Kinmare. By this time 
the Rebels had put the Country round into 2 
Flame, and our Forces not being far from Ki/- 
Iarmy, made all the haſte they could thither; 
but before they could arrive there, aboux 20 
Cabbins were Burnt, by two of the Enemies 
om my thar ſtaid behind the reſt, who were 
Killed by our Men, and the reſt of the Town 
ſaved, as alſo Brewſters Forge. Our Forces then 
marched to Roſs, which they found very ftrong 
by its Scituation, and tollerably well Fortified, 
having in it a Garriſon ef about 600 Men, Com- 
manded by Coll. Macarty that wants a Thumb; 
the Lords Courſey and Slane, and Collonel Nich. 
Brown, were likewiſe in the Town ; but being 
unwilling to venrurethemſelyes there, they gor 
freſh Horſes, and fled ro Lymerich: This place 
not being ablc te be forc'd at preſent, we oe. 
tack” 
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eack'd a Rock near it, with 5o Danes, Com- 
manded by Captain Buenburg; and go of the 
Detachment from Kinſale, Commanded by Cap. 
Carrol: The Service was very ſmart, Captain 
Buenburg was hurt, with a Granado, and Cap- 
tain Carrol ſhot through the Leg; and we loſt 
6 private Men, and had 15 Wounded : there 
were 97 of the Rebels in this Fortificatien, of 
whom 14 endeayourcd to ſwim to another Rock, 
bat ſeveral of them were Killed by our Muſ.

in the Forrtificarion, 5s were taken Priſoners,and 
the reſt were killed. From hence our Horſe 
marched forward to Tralee, which the Rebels 
being 21 Troops of Dragoons, and 7 of Horſe, 
Commanded by Shz/dsn,General of cheir Horſe, 
quitred in great diſorder, nor having time to 
burn ir, and retired with all the haſte they 
could rowards Lymerich. After this, our 
Forces returned towards their Quarters, Three 
Deſerters faom Tjrcomne!'s Regiment gave an Ac- 
count of the general Conſternation rhe Rebels 
were in, upon this March of our Ferce;,

Lieutenant Bernard De- 
feats a Party of Rapparees near Dun- 
Maiiaway ; KilPd 1o, took 1 Priſoner, 
Collonel Brewer Defeats 8o Iriſh 
Dragoons, and Kill d v of them. 


N the 14th. of Fanuary, 200 Foot, 200 
Horſe, ande4oo Dragoons of the Enemys 


Tror:ps, came over a Ford, two Miles above 
Fe: moy»Bridge, in the County of Cork, and ad- 
vaced within twice Muſquer-Shot of 1t. 


Tc Officer Commanding there, immediately 


vr 24 Men, with a Lejurenant, into re Fort, 
as they call'd ir, (one fide of which being no» 
thing bur an old Bank of a Garden, Breaft high, 


without 
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without any Trench,) and poſted himſelf with 
the reſt, who were about 60 upon the Bridge. 
A Summons was ſent by one Caryel! to this ef- 
fet, That he was come thirher with 2000 Foot 
and Horle; That he knew very well the ſtrength 
of our Party 3 That the Place was not Tenable, 
and that our Forees ſhould ave 2 goud Capirus 
lation. To which our Caprain return'd for 
Anſiver, That he had good ſtareof Powder and 
Ball at his Service The Rebels thereupon 
plac'd their Horſe upon an Hill,and cheir Foot 
eame and arttack'd the Fort, having the advan» 
rage of (cveral high Banks to cover them in 
their Approach. The Lieutenant in the Forr, 
firing at the Officer that led rhem on, Killed 
him. upon whoſe fall chey all run; but they 
carried off their Officcr, and Buryed him be- 
hind one of thoſe high Banks; our Cannon at 
the ſame time play'd from the Bridge, and did 
fome miicheif amongſt them. Another Party, 
with the Rapparees, were to have atrack'd the 
Bridge on the other ſide,and accordingly ſhew'd 
themſelves there on an Hill; bur our Men having 
Fired a ſmall Piece of Cannon, which Kill'd 
three of them, the reſi ran all over the Hill, 
and appeard no more. The Rebels Marched 
afterwards towards Caſtle-I ons, and burnt one 
Houſe within halfa Mile of it ; bur hearing that 
a Party of our Horſe was Marching rowards 
rhem, they retired in haſt, and repaſſed the 
Ford where they at firſt came over. 
The Lords Juſtices pur forth. a Proclamation 
cf the 27th. of Fanuary, and another onthe 6th. 
of February, 
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The firſt ſerring forth, That Their Majefties 
having Signified their Pleaſures, that the Pay 
of rheir Forces in this Kingdom fhall be clear'd 
to a certain Day, and in order thereunto hay- 
ing Authorized William Robinſw, Fohn Stone, 


Edward Corker, Fohn South, and William Moli- 
newx, Eſquires, to be Commiſſioners to State 
the Accompts thereof, and all Debts due to, 
and from the Army, Trains of Artillery, Hoſpi- 
tals, and all Accompts ot Money whatſoever, 
received or disburſed by any Perſons for the 
Uſe of the Army. Andir being their Majeſties 
Gracious Intention, that all Perſons, ehat have 
provided Subfſiftance for the Troops in their 
reſpe&ive Qparters, ſhall receive SarisfaRion 
for the ſame + And that the Arrears due to all 
Officers and Souldiers, who Died, were Killed, 
or removed from their Majeſtics Service, ſhall 
be paid to their Widows, or other Relations. 
Their Lordſhips have thonght fir to publiſh, 
That all Perſons, who have any Debrs due to 
them, do forthwith ger the ſame certified by 
the Collonel, or other Chief Officer, and en- 
tred with rhe fajid Commiſſioners ficring near 
ov ay be Chamber, in Order to their being 
aid. 

; The other ſtrialy commands all Officers and 
Soldiers, not to commit any Violences, Rob- 
heries, Plundrings, or, other Diſorders, upon 

their Majeſties Proteſtant or Popiſh Subje&s. 

' Oa the Second of Febraary in the Evening, 

there went out a Party of the Army, joyn'd 

with Captain B/unt, the High Sheriff of the 

County of Tipperary, his Militia Troop of Dra- 

goons, and (ome of Captain Godfreys, and Cap- 
+= | rain 
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tain Green's Militia Troops, Commanded by 
Cornet Charnley; they marched within Ten 
miles of Lymerick, beyond Bi/bs, where they met 
with a Neſt of Rapparees, and ſome of the Re» 
bels Army ; they charged them, and Killed 10 
on the Spot, the reſt gor inro a frong Caſtle, 
called Caftle-Town: The day then begininng to 
appear, they dire&cd their March hom&ward, 
Burning all from Caſtle-Town ro Dunickeah, 
which 1s more than 8 miles, and bringing aleng 
with them above 300 head of Cattle, and Kil- 
led about 20 more Rapparees they met with in 
their March; and took Priſoners, Commiſſioner 
Fohn Leary of Nodſtown, and one Leiutenanr, and 
an Enſign, 

On the third at Night, Gaptain Robert: How- 
fon, of the Earl of Drogheda's Regiment, with 
a Party of his men, and ſome of the Miliria, 
wenr out from their Garriſon at Munſter. Event,to 
Search the adjacent Woods and Boggs for Reppa- 
rees, They found the Rapparees very well Armed, 
bur rhey could nor endure Fireing; ſo that they 
only Killed three, and dangerouſly Wounded 
ſeveral others, which tney followed a great 
way by their Blood : They took 6 Priſoners, 
all notorions Rapparees, viz. Young Dempſie, 
the Lord Clanmallier's Son, one Bambrick, a 
notorious Rogue, that lately Srole the Dutch 
Mem Horſes; the other three bad enough, but 
bur not ſo Notorious, Some of theſe Priſoners 
gavean Arcouar, That the Caſtle of Lea, near 
this Place, having an Engliſh Garriſon in ir, 
was deſign'd by ſome Iriſhin ir, ro be betray'd 
to theſe Rapparees; bur ir being diſcover'd, 
the Caſtle is ſti 1 in our Hands, 

C 4 Licutenant 
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Lieutenant Arthur Bernard, with 20 Militia 
Dragoons of Captain Wade's Troop, which were 
poſted at Dunmanaway, a Frontier ofthe County 
of CorÞ, accompanies with an Enfign, ana 18 
Foot of the Army, advanc'd on tlic 6th of Fe- 
bruary into the: Enemies Quarters, and took a 
Prey of $00 Sheep,5o Cos, and 30 Garroons : 
Whereupon the Triſh rais'd the Cry, fo that 7 
Companies of O Donavan's Regiment got roges 
ther, and Derach'd t 0 of their Party, to fall 
upon our Men : They came on in good order, 
with their Bagpipe playing, and fir'd briskly at 
our Men, who recer-ed their Short, and then 
Charged and cryed, They Run, They Run, as in- 
deed they did. The Dragoons purſucd and kil- 
led tn, 2nd took one Priſoner, and our Men 
brought off their Prey in view of the Enemy ; 
ſome part of the Prey was giv=n to Vicual the 
Garriſon, and the reſt was divided amongſt 
thoſe thar rook ir, to their ſar1sfacion. 

On the 8th. of February, Collonel Brewer, and 
Major Board, with 150 Horſe, and 200 Foor, 
March'd from Mullengar, with a deſign to re- 
lieve Meareſcourt and Mayuye with Proviſions, 
which they did effe&ually ; and having an Ac- 
count of rhe Poſture of the Enemy art Ballymyre, 
Collonel Brewer was willing to view that place 
and in order whcreunto, he Advanc'd with 20 
Dragoons, and ſome Horſe ; which the Encmies 
Our-Centiaels ſeeing, rode away, thereby a- 
larming abour 60 of the Enemies Foot, which 
were poſted in a Houſe on an Paſs ;where nor a- 
bove 4 could march a Breaſt; yer they ſtaid nor 


ro receive-our Men, bur ran away-in ftrarge 


Confuſion: Our Mcn being clear of the Paſs, 


Bit 
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met with about 80 Dragoons of the Enemies. 
whom they Charged, put to Flight, and fol: 
low'd them into the Town of Ballymore, where 
they made a ſtand, and exchang'd ſome Shots, 
without the loſs of one Man on our ſide ; but 8 or 
10 of the Enemies fell. Our Foot were not 
come up, or elfe, it's believ'd, they might have 
eaken their Fortification at Ballymore. So Collo» 
nel Brewer return'd, and Burnt the Houſe at 
the Paſs ; where he took one Captain Henry 
Dalton, a young Gentleman, to whoſe Father 
the Houſe belong'd, and brought him away 
Priſoner. 

On Friday February 13th. a Party of the Re- 
bels paſs'd the Black-water, about a Mile above 
Fermoy, above 1200 ſtrong, before day, and 
march'd undiſcovered till they came near Fere 
mMoy ; when being deſcried, the Danes 1n the 
Fort prepared to receive them : They marched 
up, led by a French Officer, very near the Fort, 
the Dares nor hring rill their Shot could _ 
take place z where they fir'd,and kili'd the Offi 
cer, and 16 others, whereupon the reft retired. 
The ſame day another Party of them atrempred 
Fermoj-Bridge from the North-fide (for they 
who had Attacked the Fort, were, by paſling the 
River, gotten on the South-fide;_) bur on our 
diſcharging two ſmall Fieldepieccs from the 
Bridge, and killing with chem fix of their men, 
they refuſed to advance farther, being, as they 


' ſaid, abus'din their Intelligence 3 for they were 


rold, the Pieces were carried ro Kerry (which 
was true) bur they were brought back again, in 
which their Intelligence was defeRtive. A Par- 
ty of them of 5 or 800, I to a place call'd 
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Ballyoron, to burn the Corn and Forrage there, 
and accordingly they ſer-the Haggard on fire. 
Part of Collonel Danop's Regiment were, by this 
rime come toCaftie-Lyons, and go of rkem, with 
about 3o of the Militia Dragoons, were derached 
co prevent the Enemies Deſign, who marched 
towards them ; bur ſeeing them much more in 


-- number, che men march'd-in a. Body open to 


view, and the Trumpets were ordered to ſound 
a March oneach fide of them, at ſome diſtance, 
which made the 1riſþ believe there were two 8 
ther Parties, beſides That they ſaw : Our men 
fell on, purſu'd them, and killed above 60 of 
them, and follow'd them two miles to the Ford 
at Carrigenedy; and this without the loſs of a 
man, ' The whole Party was Commanded by 
Brigadeer Carroh, and were about 1500 of the 
Rebels Army.

A Porry of the Rebels, ro the number of 
4000, commanded by Licutenant Collo- 
nel Cannon, (by rhe advanrage of the Bog of 
Allen, which at this ſeaſon of the Year was 1m» 
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|— be guarded) came on Monday, Fc» 
uary 16th.to Edendery, they entred the Town 
at both Ends, about fix in the Morning, and 
Burnr of it, till they were Fired upon by 
rhe Militia, that was of that Place ; who having 
had ſome Notice of their March thar way, 
were very advantageouſly Poſted ro receive 
vhem; . under the command of one Tay/or, Licu- 
renant to Captain Gifford, who with his Party 
fo galled them, having Killed 25 of chem upon 
rhe Spor, that they retired in ſome confuſion, 
They made likewiſe an atrempt npon the 
Caſtle, near the Town, bur receiving ſome loſs 
bya few Men which were in ir, firing upon 
them they left ir, and rook rheir way home- 
ward by Philips-Town, Burning Ballibritan as 
they marched by it. S :

. Licurenant General Ginkle having drawn to- 
gether a body of rhcjr Majefties Troops, upon 
notice 
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notice that aconſiderable number of the Enemy 
was come to Balymore, on the way to Athlone, 
and were Forrtifying that Place. On Thurſday 
the 26th. of February, he, and Sir Fobn Lanier, 
adyanc'd from Streamſiown towards Athlone, 
with ſome Foot, Horſe,and Dragoons : As ſoon as 
they began their March, the Enemies Sentinels 
upon the Hills, gave nocice of their approach 
and by che time our Troops were got to a Paſs 
4 Miles from Streamſtown, they ſaw the Enemy 
on the other fide, drawn up regularly enough, 
2nd fas the Priſoners report) in number abour 
2300, commanded by Clifford ; the Paſs was 
ſecured bya Palifſadocd Werk : But as ſoon as 
our Foot advanced, the Irift Foot ran from the 
other end of the Paſs, and were followed by our 
Horſe and Dragoons towards the Mote of Grine- 
gue, (whick ſome hours before had been the 
Head Quarters of the Enemies Horſe) and to 2 
Hill on that fide, where che main Body was 
drawnup in good Order; but upon our ape 
proach, rhey retired into the Town; art the en- 
trance of which, they had thrown up a Trench, 
that was very defenſible, but chey did nor think 
it ſo, and quirted the Place, But onr ad» 
vanced Party, which confiſted of x0 of the 
Lord of Oxford's Horſe, 12 of Sir Fohn Lainers, 
and Corner Liſle, ſeconded by ſome of Collone! 
Leviſon's Dragoons, Major General Kirk's Gra- 
nadcers on Horſe-back, and a Derarchmenr of 
St. Fokn's Regiment, commanded by Captain 
Wroth, overtook the Encmics Foot before they 
were got out of the Town, and immediately 
diſperſed them into the Woods and Bogs, and 
Killed a great many of rhem ; The before-men- 
D 3 ; tioned. 
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riencd advanc'd Party of 22 Men, and my Lord 
Lijbourne at the Head of them, as a Voluntier, 
purſu'd rhe Enemies Horſe, who fled on the 
Cauſway towards Athlone, ſo faſt, char Licute- 
nanr General Gink/e, Sir Fohn Lanier, and Col- 
lonel Woolſeley, with our Horſe, could not keep 
pace with rhem, tho' they Galloped hard, and 
abundance of the 7/j/þ were obliged to quir 
both Horſes and Boots, to ſave themſelves in 
the Woods and Boggs thereabours, Thus it 
continued for abour 6 Miles, till they came 
within halfa Mile of Athlone ; when *cwas not 
thaught ſafe ro venture any farther with ſo 
ſmall a.number of Horſe and Dragoons as was 
rhere; and ſo they came back to the Foor which 
ſtaid behind : In this Ation we had- bur one 
Trooper of the Lord of Oxferd's Regiment K1l- 
led, and 4 Men fightly hurt + and rhe Rebels, 
according to the moſt modeſt Compuration, 
loft above 200 Men, and about 20 were taken 
Priſoners 3 but *tis certain, that of their Horſes 
there were above 520 killed ana raken, and 
all their Equipage and Baggage, wich prear 
numbers of Arms, which bcch Horſe and Foot 
threw away, to make themſelves light ro run ; 
they loſt alſo ſeveral conſiderable Ofticers, whoſe 
Names were not known, only the Lord M:rr7n, 
and a French Lieutenant Coilonel : In their re- 
turnto Mullinzar, our Troops took Caſtle=Con- 
v9 3 and Major General Kirk, who was left ar 
Mullingar, pofſeſſed himſelf of Carinc-Caftle, 
in which were 26 Men: The ill Wearker nor 
permicring our Trcops to ſtay out longer; they 
returned” to their Former Quarters, and 
Lieutenant General Gink/e came to Dublin on 
the 1, Inſtant at Night. On 
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On the 27th, of February, Leintenant Powel,of 
Caprain Buton's Militia Dragoons, being de- 
tach'd from Montrath, with 4 Horſe, 4 Dragoons, 
and 20 of that Towns Militia,met a ſmall Party 
of 12 of che Rebels, of whom he Killed 2, and 
rook 5, The next day he went out again, and 
Killed 22 Rapparces, and took one Priſoner : 
Afrer which another Party went out, and took 
11 Rapparees, moſt of which being known to be 
deſperate Roger, and to have done a grear 
deal of Milclief were Hanged. 

Much about this time, Lieutenant Collonel 
Lillingston Governour of Roſcreagh, having In- 
relligence that a Party of the - Rebels were at 
Maonagal, within 4 or $ Miles of that Place 3 
wenr out with a Party of Horſe and Foor of 
that Garriſon, and at break of Day, fell up- 
on them (whom they found to be a Company of 
Collonel Oxborough's Regiment, witha Party of 
Rapparees) Killed 35, and took 12 Priſoners, 
and one Captain O Connor, who Commanded 
them, 

On the 29th, and 28th. Inſtant, great rum- 
bers of Deſerters came ro Dublin, particularly, 
a Cornet, 2 Quarter-Maſters, and 8 Troopers, 
who came in on the 28th. from the Enemies 
| Quarters they all declar'd the great confuſion, 
which their late Defeat near Balyzore had occa- 
fioned among them ; and at Arblone the Con» 
ſternation was ſo great, that they ſhut the Gates 
on thoſe that Fled , whereupon many quirted 
cheir Horſes, and berook rhemſelves ro the 
| Boggs and Rivers, where ſeveral Perithed. 

On February 28th. Brigadier Steyart march'd 
with 500 Men from his Quarters near Bz[turber, 
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towards Fames-Town, 17 miles into the Ence 
mies Quarters, upon Information that two of 
their Regiments, 1500 Rapparees, and 2 great 
Booty of Cattle, were got together there ; and 
had itnot been for the Notice that was given 
them of his March, . by a Prote&ed Papiſt, he 
had certainly Surprized them ; bur the Rebels, 
though abeve 4 times our Number, fled fo ſoon 
as they heard of our approach, ſo that there 
was little Execution done, only 9or 10 Men 
were Killed 1n the Purſuit. 

On the. 1ff. of March, A Detatchment of 
Danes, Commanded by Collonel! Dunop's Cap- 
tain Licurenant, another of Cellonel Viller's 
Regiment, under the Command of Captain 
Carpenter, and a Party of che Militia, Marched 
from Tal/ow, to free the Country of Rapparees ; 
and having diſperſt their Bodies, and Killed 
ſeveral of them, finding the Frontiers pretty 
quiet, they returned to their Quarters, bring- 
ing back with them, one 0 Conner, and one 
Prederghaſt, with their Horſes and Arms. The 
Friday before this Aion, Caprain Blant, the 
High-Sheriff of the County of Clonmel, with his 
Troop of Dragoons, a Troop of Danes, and a- 
nother Derarchmenr, Commanded by the Go- 
yernour of the Town of Clonmel, Marched 20 
miles into the Enemies Quarters, as: far as 
Mitchels-Town, Burne a great number of Cabins, 
and in feveral Skirmiſhes, Killed 47 of the Rap- 
parees, and took 13 Priſoners, withour any loſs 
on our fide. 

On the 3d. of March, Cellonel Conlsfield ſent 
20 Firclocks ro joyn Captain Pallafor, Com- 
manding at Crcon/y, in the King's c—_—_ 
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who having made-them up 950, Marched with 
them $ or 6 miles into the Enemies Quarters. z 
and about mid-night came. to a place called 
Killifadda, near Portumna, where he (urprized 
Captain Carroll, and a Troop of the Lord-Gaj- 
moy's Regiment, of whom our Men Kilted and 
took Priſonets 29, took all their Horſes, Cloaks, 
and Accourrements,. and got a goed Booty. 

Oa the 5th. ,inſtanr, Caprain Weekes, with 4 
Party of the Militia, went out ſome days before 
to the Borders of Kerry ; where they meta Par- 
ty of Rapparees, who run at the firſt Hght of 
them, bur our Men Purſuing them, Killed and 
Wounded divers of them 3 two of the Slain 
were of their Captains, whoſe Heads rhey 
brought to Cork, with one of the Rebels (whom 
they took Priſoner) and a conſiderable Booty 
of Cattle. Another Detatchment of the Militia, 
to the number of abour 100, Commanded by 
Caprain Townſend, made an Excurtion about 
the ſame time into the Enemies Quarters, and 
met'a ſtrong Parry of the Rebels ; who, upon 
bur advancing towards them, fled, and run ſo 
faſt, that our Men could Kill but one of them 3 
bur brought off 300 Head of black Cartle, and 
400 Sheep. {853 | 

On the 12th, inſtant, Two Troopers going a 
- Forraging (two or three miles from Bandon, 
where they were Garriſon'd) were ſet upon by 
12 of the Rapparees; bur the Troopers behav'd 
themſelves fo briskly, and placed their Shats 
fo well, : that having. Wounded 3 or 4 of them; 
the reſt berook. themſelves tothe Bog. of Kit 
fary, and ſo made their Eſcape. 
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' On the 17th, Upon intelligence, that a Parcy 
of the Rebels were Befieging Ballinegooly, (one 


- of our outmoſt Garrifons in the County of Cork) 
a Party was Detatched from the City of Cork, to 


irs-relief; but the Rebels hearing of the Ap- 


-proach of our Men, retired from before it in 
-difarder; and in their Retreat, the Garriſon

ON the 14h. of March, Collonel Lillingſſon, 
Governor of Roſcreagh, with a Party of 
that Garriſon, appointing ſome Deratchments 
from Bzrr, and the Neighbouring Garrifons, 
(which, in all, made 309 Morſe, Foot, and 
Dragoons,) to meet him that Night, at Clough-

County of Typperary, a place where, for ſome 
time, there had been a confiderable Garriſon 
cf the Hiſh, and very well provided : The Pare 
ty, before Day, were upon their March, and 
p retty nigh the place; bur Long Anthony Carrol, 
who Commandel it, (ves receiv'd ſome ins» 
telligence of the Defign) lay in Ambulſcade, 
with a Party of his Men, near the entrance of 
rhe Town, wich hopes to have intercepted 
them 3 but our Adyance Party percciving it, 
made an Halt till che Body came up ; and Car- 
rol finding his Plot had miſcarried, gave his Men 
a Signal ( by firing a Piſtol) to retire 3; which 
they did 1n confuſion, our Men petting into 
the Town with them, which they ran clear 
chrough, and berook them to the Caſtle, which 
was neaf it, and about half a mile from the 
place where they had laid their Ambuſh : Our 
Men, for want of Guns, could not Attack rhe 
Caſtle; but they burnt the Town, and the <oun- 
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trey 2 Mile round it, killed above 60 Men, 
among whom was Captain Carrol, the Son of 
ohn. Mac- Mylroomy-Carrol, a Notorious Rap- 
Paree; as alſo, a Lieutenant ; and crook Dennis 
Carrol, an Enfign (and Brother to Collonel 
Charles Carrol) Priſoner, .and brought thence 
Near 100 Horſes, 200 Sheep, and 450 Black 
Catclez with the.loſs of only 3 Men of our Party, 
and one Horſe killed. | 

_ Harch 16th. This day a party of Horſe and 
Foot, of the Garriſon of Mountmelick, went out 
thence, upon noe that a Body of Rapparees 
were got together in their Neighbourhood 
Our Forces coming in fight of the Revels, caus'd 
cheir immediate Flight; in which we Killed 18 
of them, and took a Lejurenant of the Army 
Priſoner, 

' On the 18th, inftant, a Detratchment was 
ſent from Capperquin, conſiſting of 5 of Caprain 
Carpenters, 12 of Captain Warpoole's Troops of 
Horſe in Collonel V7/ler's Regiment, 1 « Foot of 
the Army, and 12 of the Militiaz upon hear- 
ing thata Party of Rapparees were ina Glinn by 
a2 Wood fide, within a mile of the Town ; 
when our Men came near'them, . inſtead of 40 
of the Enemy, as they were informed, there ap- 
pcarcd above 200, coming our of the Wood : 
Our Men diyidivg rhem{elves into three parts, 
made towards the Rappayees, who preſſed (0 
hard on our Horſe, that' they forc'd them to 
fall back ; which a Trumper of ours (ſtanding 
on a lirtle Hill, ſome diftance from them) per- 
cetving, he firſt Sounded a March, then ' a 
Charge, aud gave aloud ſhout, as if ſome more 


Horſe were coming; which deſign took ſo well, 


and 
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and fo frighred the Rapparees, that they run in- 
ro the Wood, where they hid themſelves : Our 
Men Killed 47 on the Place, took 13 Priſoners, 
whereof three were Captains, one Named 
Cahan, and rwo others, who were Notorious 
Villainons Rapparees, for which they were 
Hanged the next Day. 

Two Days after, Collonel Tiffany went over 
Baleek»Bridge, (which had been lately repair'd, 
by Leiurenanr General Dowglaſs's Orders) with 
a Party of Horſe and Foot 3 the Horſe advan» 
ced within 2 or 3 miles of Sligoe, withour the 
leaſt Oppoſition, and brought back wirh. them, 
800 Head of black Cattle, and 50 Sheep, 

On the 19th. inſtant, A diſcovery was made 
ofa moſt Barbarous Murther, commirted by rhe 
Triſh, upon 8 of Collonel Foulk's Soldiers, at a 
Village 6 miles from Toughall, call'd Batriddery ; 
for which divers Perſons were immediate appre- 
hended, and put under Examination, 

Lieutenant Collonel Purcell, abour this rime, 
in 3 ſeveral! Skirmiſhes, cur off above 100 of the 
Rapparees; and being on the. 2oth. inſtant, 
abroad in the County of Longford, to Burn their 
Cabbins, was Way-laid by Sir Danzel 0 Neale's 
Regiment of Dragoons, part on Foot, and part 
on Horſe-back 3 he: had with him 3; of the 
Ryal Regiment of Dragoons, who broke their 
whole Body, Killd 5, and rook 4 (and a Lieus 
renant} Priſoners, and Purſued rhe reſt for a 
Mile,to their Garriſon at New-Caſt{s; and made 
ſeveral of them quit their Horſes, and berake 
themſelves ro a Bog. The Foot the Letutenant 
had with him, being about 1 yo, as well as parr 
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of.the Dragoons, not veing able ro come into. 
che Aion, the Rebels run away ſo faſt. 

April 1ſt, ADout this time,the Enemies Troeps 
were very quiet on our Frontiers, neither did 
the Enemy make aay Preparations tor the Fie!d, 
or pretended (as the Deſerters declare) ito do 
any rhing but to defend Slign, Athlone, Gallo- 
way, and Limerick: On the other ſfide;We were 
farqning Magazines » Our recruits arriving daily 
Tom England, 

.Caprain Mark Bzggot, whocame on the 28th, 
paſt trom Camerich, and was raken at Dublin, 
1g Womens Cloaths, was Iryed- as a Spy, by 
a2 Courr Marcial, on Friday laſt, and Senrenc'd 
ro be Hanged 3 bur his Exccution was reſpired, 
upon his zneking rhe following Ditcovery :

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On the 2d. of Aprih, go Dragoons, of the Mi- 
litia of Dublin, Commanded by Lieutenant 
Powel, was ordercd to ferchap ſeveral Perſons 
our of rhe County of Meath, who were ſuſpeed 
ro have been concerned in the murther of Col. 
lonel Foxlbe's Soldiers; bur in his return he had 
notice,. that a Party of Rapparees did way-lay 
him near Hackers-Town, in order to reſcue the 
Priſoners 3 whereupon he ſent away 19 of his 
Dragoons, with the ſaid Priſoners; and wirh 
the orher 13, marched to Hacket's-Town, where 
having ſent for the Conſtable, after ſome threats 
ning, he was informed by him, where theſe 
Rapparees lay, and they marched to find them 
out: Being come near the place, he advanc'd 
with 4 of his Men, into an adjacent Field ; 
where he fell-in with a Party of 28 Irj, com» 
manded by one Captain O Neal ; the Triſh ſee- 
ing ſo ſmall a number, came up, and fired at 
them, but without doing any hurt to our men; 
who return'd the Fire to better purpoſe, kil- 
ling rwo of the Rebels, and wounding O Neal 
by this rime, the reſt of our men came in, and 
Charging the: 1iſh, killed 4 of them, pur the 
reſt to flighr, and purſued them from place ro 
place, cill rhey had kill'd abouc 20 of them ; of 
which numder, was their Captain O Nea/: On 
our fide 3 men were wounded, two of them, as 
"cis thought, morcally, and two Horſes kil- 
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d 
. Collone! Hamilton defeats the Rebels near 
Bantry, kills 70 of them, takes 15 
Priſoners, and 200 Catth. Major 
Culliford takes 4 Iriſh Officers, and 3 
Soldiers, Priſoners. Captain Derby de- 
feats the Rebels near Birr. Lieutenant 
Murlow's A&ion againſt the Rappa» 
rees, i#® the Mountains of Kerry. 
Captain Steuart, and Lieutenant John- 
ſon, defeats a Party of the Rebels near 
Mohill, #ills 30, and takes 5 Priſo- 
| ers, With all their Horſe, &Cc. Thirteers 
Spys, and Rapparees Executed at Bir. 
Captain Gailbreith kills 42 Rappi- 
rees, near Sligoe. The Garriſon of 
Inniskean kills 27 of the Irifh Troops. 
Q. M. Callaghan rakes 11 Iriſh Pri- 
ſoners, and a great Rooty of Caitle. 
Some of Cajhil Adtlitia, kills 4 
Rapparecs, and takes one Priſoner, 
The Titulay Arch-biſhop, and ſeveral 
other Prieſts, brought Priſoners t0 
Dublin. 
O' the firſt of April, a Party of Sir David 


Colliers Regiment, quarter'd about Bandong 
F with 
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with ſoine of the Militia of that place,about 3oe 
in all, commanded by Licutenant Collonel 
George Hamiltmm , march'd into the Ene- 
mies Quarters about Bantry, where they killed 
about 9o of che Rebels, whom they met in ſe- 
veral Parties; took 15 Priſoners, 600 Head of 
black Cattle, and a good numbcr of Horlſes ; 
without the loſs of one Man on our fide. 

A Detarched Party of 150 Dragoons, 109 
Militia Horſe, and 130 Foot, marched from 
Cork, the 3oth. paſt, under the command of 
Major Calliford, towards Ballyclough, where the 
Iriſh were intrenching themſelves; bur upon 
the appearance of our men, they abandoned 
their Works, and fled; and in the purſuit, we 
took 7 Priſoners, whereof 4 were Officers. 

April 3. The Rapparees about Birr, having 
lately murthered 6 Soldiers of that Garriſon, 
Caprain Fonathan Derby of the Leap, went our 
with 24 of his Militia Company, and 4 of the 
Army (all belonging to the Garriſon of Birr,and 
Inhabired like Rapparees) who ſurpriſed theic 
out-Centry, killed him, and 5 others of the Re- 
bels, who were 80 in number; many of them 
belonging to the Army; the Rapparees and a- 
mongh rhem one Kell , their Caprain, whoſe 
Head they brought with them; the reft were 
broken,and purſued rowards the Mountains by 
our men,who killed one of Collonel Oxborough's, 
and one of Collonel Luttere!'s Dragoons, which 
jn the Chace joyned with them, their Habirs 
being ſo well counterfeited, thar they rook ours 
for their own Party. | 

The fame day, a Deratched Party of the 
Coutity of Waterford and Kilkenny, —_— 

chiefly 
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chiefly of the Militia; Horſe and Dragoons 
commanded b& Lieutenant Marlow, went into 
the Mountains a Rapparee-Hunting ; they 
went beyond the Line, and brought thence up- 
wards, of a 100 Head of Black Cattle, $00 
Sheep, and 4o Garroons ; they alſo took 6 Pri- 
ſoners, one of whom 1s ſuppos'd to be the 
murtherer of John Saunders, an Engliſh-man, 
who (abour a month ſince?) was taken our of 
his own Houſe, in the Night, by the Rapparees, 
and his Body found the next morning ſtabbed 
in many places, and his Throat cur. 

On the 1th. inſtant ar Nighr, Brigadeer 
Steuart ordered a Detatchment of $0 Fire- 
locks, with 20 Dragoons, commanded by Cap- 
rain Steuart, and Lieutenant Johnſon, of his Re- 
giment, ro ſcour the County of Lettrim, to- 
wards Mohill; next Morning by break of Day, 
chey were within a Mile of the Place, where 
they diſcovered Two Troops of Dragoons, and 
about 60 Foot, which were guarding ſome Ke» 
7erghts : Our Men fell in upon them imedi- 
ately ; afrer the ficſt Fire, the Enemy quitred 
their Horſes (which fell all iro our Hands) 
and betook themſelves to the Woods and 
Boggs, where our Dragoons could not be fo 
uſeful; bur our Foot (who underſtood that 
ſort of Ground, as well as the Enemy) purſu- 
ed them, Killed 3o, and rook $ Priſoners - 
Captain Owen Roe O' Reyly, who commanded 
chere, had a fine Gelding Kill'd under him 3 
bur by the help of the Bogg, he made his 
eſcape. 

Our Party being but ſmall, durſt nor purſue 
chem farther z there being a conſiderable num- 
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ber of the Enemy Poſted at Mohill, and Bala- 
namore 2 which 1s near the place where the Aci- 
on was, Our Men returned without any man- 
ner of loſs ; and brought off a 100 Head of 
black Cattle, and berwixt 60 ,and 90 Horles 5 
which by the Brigadeers order, were <qually 
divided amongſt thoſe that were in the Action: 
They had with them « or 600 Sheep 3 but they 
were ſo weak, and the Rivers ſo deep, they 
could not bring them off. The next day a Court- 
Martlal was held before the Brigadeer, in Clcn- 
mel;where 17 Perſons were Trycd ; upon their 
Trval,they all appeared to be Spyes, Rapparees,or 
fuch ProreRed Iriſh as harboured the Rapparees, 
and were Condemned to be hanged ;z and the 
next day 13 of them were Hanged accordingly, 
On the gt1. inſtant, a Party of 200 Foot, and 
2 100 Dragoons, were ordered from Balliſhan- 
am, by Colonel Tiffan, to make an Inroad in 
the County of S/igce, under the command of 
Captain Garlbreith;, rhey Killed 42 Rapparees 
in this Expedition, and took 10 Priſoners (8 of 
whom were immcediarely Hanged) and a con- 
(derab!e numacr ©: Garroons,Sheep,and Goats; 
we had not one nan lott ur wounded 1n this 
Aion. About this time, great Numbers of 
Deſerters came daily in, both to Dublin,and the 
ſeveral other Quarters cf cur Army. | 
On Monday the 1 2t5. inſtant, the Town of 
Clonakbilty, one of our Frontier-Garriſons, 1n rhe 
County of Cork, was attackt by $00 of the Re- 
bels Army, and Rapparees; who loſt 3 Men in 
the Attempt, and were repulſed by rhe Garr1- 
ſon; which were only 50 Dragoons, and 25g 
Foot belonging to Captain Fenwick; 
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The next day,abour 4 inthe Afternoon, Collo« 
nel Mac«Finnin Carty's, and 2 other Regiments, 
with 4 Troops of Dragoons, befides Rapparees, 
the whole Party computed to be upwards of 
1500 Men, under the command of Brigadeer 
Carrol,come to Inntshean, one of our Garriſons, 
with defign co Burn it 3 but the Garriſon, which 
were only 2 Enfigns, and q4 Men of Sir 
David Collzer's Regiment, fo bravely defend 
it the Street-way (it being a long Town) 
rhat the Enemy were forced ro come in at the 
Back-doors of thoſe Houſes they did Bure, 
which were opened to them by the 1-7ſh Inha- 
bitants of the Town 3 till at laſt our Men, being 
greatly preſt by the numbers of the Enemy, be- 
took rhemſclves roa firong Houſe, which the 
Rebels (afrer they had Burnt the reſt of the 
Town, and Murthered a Man, ſome Women 
and Children) alſo Arracqued, and Summon'd 
twice; butreceiv'd no other anſwer than Mu(> 
quet-Shot 3 and our Men continued ro defend 
them(clves, and offend the Enemy, with great 
Bravery, and undaunted Courage. This Aftion 
laſted above 3 hours, and the Rebels had alrea- 
dy brought Faſcines, and were going to Bur 
our Men out of the Houſe; when Licy- 
tenant Colloncl Ogtleby, who had taen the Al. 
larm, came from Bundon, with about 1$0 Horic 
and Foot, upon whoſe approach the Rebels 
run; our Horſe puriued them a little way, and 
in the Aon and purſuit, Killed 27 of then. 
On the 14th. at Night, Quarter-Maſter Cal- 
laghan, with a Parry, went our. intothe Enc- 
m1es Quarters; ard return'd next day with 1 ; 
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Priſoners, 78 Head of black Catcle, and 12 
Horſes, and a parce) of Sheep and Goats. 

On the 16th. Some of the Militia Dragoons of 
Caſhil, went 6 or 7 Miles into the Enemies 
Country 3 came upon a Parcy of Rapparees, 
Killed 4 of them, Plyndcered and Burnt the 
Village which harboured rhem, and cut off the 
the Head of a notorious Rapparee, which they 
fixt on the Gwe of Caſhil, to terrifie the like 
Rogues, for the ſuture The next 
day they wenc out again, and brought home 
a Prey without any manner of oppoſition. 

On the 15th. One Ruſſel, the Popiſh Tirular 
Arch-Biſhop of Dzb/in, together with Father 
Brobey, Ticular, Parifh Pricft of Athy,and Father 
Money, another Popith Prieſt, were broughc 
Priſoners to Dublin, from Tulligory, within a 
Mile of Athy, where they were lately found hid 
in a Cavc. : 

On the 16th. An Hiſh Fellow was taken in 
Arms near Caſhil.and the next day was hanged, 
{notwithſtanding he prerened co be in the Ti 
Army) he being anorcd Rapparee, 
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Major Kirk defeats the Rebels near Ma- 
cromp, Kills 20, and rakes 4 Priſo- 
ners, with their Officer. 4 Party of 
Foxhall, &:/! 6 Rappareces, and takes 
16 Priſoners. Walter Brown, a fa- 
mons Spy, Executed at Dublin. Collo- 
vel Brewer defeats 200 Rapparees, 
kilis 50,and takes 20 Priſoners, with 
great Booty. Captain "Thorincraft 
defeats the Rebels near Ballynagooly, 
kills and wounds 6o of them. Twen- 
ty-One Rapparees, with a Captain 
and Lieutenant , Hang'd at Belturber. 
Dublin M:1:itia kills 20 Rapparees 
near Kildare. The Dublin Mzuitie * 
kills 25 Rapparees near the Bogg of 
Alien; with 2 others, which they found 
in Womens Cloaths. 
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 T Pon Intelligence, that a confiderable num- 
ber of the Rebels were advanc'd near 
Macromps, one of our ourmolſt Fronticr Garri- 
ſons of that County, a party was Detarch'd 
on the 21/t. from the Garriſon of Cork, conſi- 
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ſting of 80 Horſe, 15s of the Army Dragoons, 
and as many of rhe Militia, under the Com- 
mand of Major Kirk; they came on the Rebels 
by break of day ; who, upon fight of our Men, 
took to the Woods and Boggs where our 
Men for ſome hours — chem, k1!l'd 20, 


took five Priſoners, {one of them an Officer,) 
and broughr off ſome Horſes and Garroons 3 their 
other Cattle were ſo weak, they could not be 
driven. 

On the 23d. A partydf Dragoons Quarcered 
at Boxehall, went out a Rapparee-hunring 3 
they had advanc'd bur a very little way, before 
they mer with a Party of them, of whom 
they kill'd 6, and took 16 Priſoners, who 
were all two days after Hang'd. 

On the 25th. A Crook-back'd Beggar was 
taken up as 4 Spy, near Carne-Caſtle ; who for 
the greater privacy, was brought thither in a 
Sack, croſs a Horſe, as a preſent of Veniſon 
ro the Gevernour; he accuſed one Tyrrel, a 
Malrſter, and ſeveral other Triſh Inhabirancs of 
the ſaid Town, for inviting the Rebels to in« 
veſt the Gariſon, and promiſing at the ſame 
time to Fire the Magazine. 

On the 29th. One Walter Brown, (formerly 
High-Conftable of the Barony of Delvin, in the 
County of Weſt-meath, and one that had been 
very active amongſt the Rebels,) having lately 
come from Athlone to gain what Intelligence 
he could in our Quarters, and fo rerurn to the 
Enemy, was Apprehended art Mullengar, and 
Executed as a Spy e=——— The ſame day 
the Earl of Meath's, and the Lord Liſburn's 
Regiments, came thither, and Encamped 
without the Town 7 =m——_—_—_— TC Next 

nigh. 
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night about nine a Clock, Col. Brewer Gover« 
nour of Mullingar, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Hamilton, Marched thence with about 600 
Foot, and 20 Horſe, into the Enemies Quar- 
rers, beyond the Caſtle of Dunore: ( between 
which place and Killbeggan, about 2500 of rhe 
Rapparees had for ſome time ſheltered them- 
ſelves in Hutrs, &'c.) They March'd all rhar 
nighr, and by break of day were near the 
Enemy, who were much ſurpriſed, and drew 
up on the Hills in (ſeveral Bodies both of Horſe 
and Foot, and made a ſhew of advancing to 
Engage our Men, bur continually retir'd inro 
the Boggs and Woods, on the near approach 
of any of our Party, who for want of Lighr 
Horſe, could not purſue them with that ad- 
vantage, as otherwiſe they might have done. 
However they kill'd about go of the Rebels ; 
Burn'd a great many of cheir Cabins and Hurts, 
they had made in the Boggs, tovk 20 Priſo- 
ners, about 40 Milch Cows, and ſome other 
Cattle, an4 the next day rerurn'd to their 
Garriſon, without any Lo:s. 

On the 27th, A party of 110 Foot, comman« 
ded by Captain Clayton, going from Cork , to 
relievean our Gariſon of ours at Ballmagooly, 
about the mid-way berwixr this and the fajd 
Gariſon, ſpy'd a great party of the Rebels 
Horſe, which our men (being all Foot) thought 
not fir to attack, nor did the Rebels think irc 
ſafe ro Attack them, becauſe, going to relieve 
that Gariſon, they knew they had ſtore of 
Ammunition ſo they went on un-moleſted, 
and got into rheir Gariſon that Evening: 
About Twelve at night, the relieved marched 

our; 
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our, and by break of day difcover'd above 300 
of the Rebel's Horſe and Dragoons, which 
when they came near, appear'd to be a choice 
party of borh ſorts, and as many Rapparees, 
who had way-laid them, expeQting they had 
bur little Ammunition. Capt. Thornicroft 
Licur. Hayes, and an Enſign, who commanded 
the Parry, reſolving to (ell their Liyes as dearly 
az they could : And ſceing ir was impoſſible to 
withſtand ſuch #s number in the plain Field, 
drew their men into an old Pound Breaſt 
high, ar che fix mile Water, which they had 
ſcarce done, when the Rebels Advance Parry 
came up, ofering them Quarter, which our 
men anſivered with ſome Shor, which made 
the foremo!t of the Rebels drop: By this 
time their miin Body came up very furicuſly, 
and though ſome of the foremoſt were Killed, 
yet they made ſeveralArtempts.Our men ſuſtain- 
ed this Arrack for three hours, in which time 
they kill'd and wounded ſeveral, which their 
Party carried off, A Derarchment *ris true, 
was ſent from Cork rothe Afliftance of our 
| men, but the Enemy were tyred, and march'd 
| off -ſome time bcfore they Arrived, Brigadier 
| Carrol, and Sir Fames Cotter, were the Officers 
| in chief, who commanded the Enemy, among 
| whom were ſeveral nored Triſh Gentlemen. 
They lefc behind .them Captain Copptnger, 2 
ocher Captains, and ro more dead, which 
they thought were roo near our Shor, to be 
drawn off, and Major Slingsby, an Engliſh Gen, 
tleman of Yorkſhire, whom they lefr deſperareiy 
Wovnded ; and being carricd Priſoners ro Cork, 
canfefled that their Paity, carried off berween 
50 
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$0 and 60, kill'd and wounded, and believes 
the hand of God was fighting againſt them; 
for thar ir was reſolv'd by the Heads of their 
Party, to offer our men quarter, and if they had 
accepred of it;, chen immediately ro have Mur- 
thered them all, We loſt 8 men and 2 Car- 
men, and had Wounded. Abour this time, 
one Captain Duffy, his Lieurenant, a-d 21 
other Rapparees, were Hang'd ar Belturbat. 

On the 28th. the Lords Juſtices having re- 
ceived Information, that a conſiderable Body 
of the Iriſh Army and Rafpparees, were Marche 
ing out of the King's County, towards the Bor- 
ders of the County of Kildare, on he 25t9. of 
April, caus'd a Detatchmenr of $00 men, out 
of the Militia of theCiry and County of Dub/in, 
to March to the Town of Kildare, where they 
came the next day, about fix in the Evening, 
and there Refreſh'd themſelves that nighe, and 
were at Claibul/ach, in the King's County, by 
break of day; where finding n> Oppoſition, 
as was expected, they March'd forward to 
Clanecoe, ( the place of the Enemics General 
Rendezvous ever firce the Burning of Clan- 
bu/lach: ) bur the Enemy having, it ſeems, 
had the Evcnivg befcre, notice of the Motion 
of our Men, ſoon diſpers'd and made off, when 
our men came near the Place; they perceiv'd 
ſeveral runing into the Boggs, and cndeavou- 
ring to carry off a prey of Caftle, Collonel 
Piper Poſted his men art ſuch Paſſcs, as he could 
poſſibly ſend them unto, and the Foor were 
ſent in ſeveral Parties, into the Boggs after 
them. bur che Rogues run ſo faſt, chat our 
men could not overtake them; yer Lieutenant 
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Orſon of the Dublin Militia, and Licutenane 
Patrickſon of Wicklow Militia ( then in Gariſon 
at Rathangan ) and ſome others, mer with ſome 
$traglers, kill'd 20 of them, and broughe 
i their Fire-Arms, which were very good. 
When our men had done, what they could 
there, they return'd to Rathangan that nighr, 
and the next day being Friday, they March'd 
into the Bogg of Allen, where they had no- 
rice the Rapparees were numerous, and jn ſe- 
veral Parties; but though they did ſee great 
numbers, yer they made fo much haſte, thar 
they kill'd bur 23 of them; and they rook a 
Woman, who told them, that the Rapparees 
had notice of their Motion, by two Women 
that came from Rathangan, which gave them 
opportunity to mak= their Eſcape the night 
before. They took two Men Diſguiſed in Wo- 
men's Cloaths, and upon Diſcovery,kill'd them 
with the reſt : And our Milicia having nothing 
further to do abroad, returned home withour 
any the leaft Loſs. The whole Army as well 
Officers as Soldiers, bchav'd themſelves ex- 
ereamly well, with grear Zeal and Readineſs. 
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CHAP. VIIL 


The Famous Actions of Major Woad, 
ear Caſtle Cuff, Killing 70 of the 
Rapparees ; defeats 400 of rhe Iriſh 
Army near Mallyhone ; 1 Captain, 
2 Lieutenants, and 159 Common Sol- 
diers Killed 5 the Major that Com- 
manded the Iriſh, 5 Captains, 9 Lieu- 
tenants, 2 Enſigns, 6 Serjeants, 11 
Corporals, and 105 Private Soldiers, 
taken Priſoners. The Militia near 
Ballynagooly kills and takes Priſo- 
ners 10 Rapparees, and takes a Bocty 
of 1000 Sheep. The Militia of Fer- 
moy, Kills 27 Rebels, takes 8 Priſo- 
mers. Capt. Rice, Kills a Capt. and 3 
Rapparees.Quarter-Maſtcr Edwards, 
Kills : 5 Rapparees near Calkel. Cap. 
tain Maſſey, Kills 8 Rapparees near 
Lymerick. Captain Pollard's Dra- 
goons, takes 4 Rapparees, and 4 |. in 
Money, near Drumcree, Cornet Bap- 
gat, Kills 110 Rapparees, in ſeveral 
Attions, Lientenant Cooly, with a 
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Party near Bleflington, kills 7 Rap- 
parees, and takes 7 Priſoners. Peter 
Phillips, @ private Dragoon, Reuts 29 
Rapparees, near Wateriord. 6 Militia 
Dragoons, kills 2 Rapparees, Waunds 
2, andtakes 3'Þ riſoners. Major Wel- 
don K:l/s 17 Rebels, near Geſhill, 
Captain Underhill, Defeats 309 Rap- 
parees, near Pallenderry; Kls 4 Of- 
ficers, and 50 private Soldiers, and 
fook preat Plund:r ; next day Kills 
T2 wore, and Defeats 300 Rebels, 
Commanded by Collonel Geohagan. 
A Party of Dutch H:r(e, Kills ſeqe- 
ral Rapparees, and takes 30 Priſoners. 
Captain Lambert, ec. Defeats a Bo- 
dy of Rapparecs near Trim, Kills 23 
ef them, and takes 6 Priſoners. 


'Y PON tntelligence. rÞat a Party cf Rap« 
parees, were troubleſome ato.r Caftle 
Cuff. Major Wool, who being Garrifoned ar 
FMountmelick, on the gth. of May, went out 
with a Parcy of 300 Foot. derarch'd our of 
Collonel Loza's, and Lord George Hamilton's 
Regiments, and 5o Horſe of Collovel Byerly's 
Regument ; The Rapparees, np2n their aps» 
preach,took the Bogg : Major Wd divided his 
Foetinto ſeveral Parties, to ſcour the Woods 
aad Boggs; and he with his — 
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Skirts of the Bogg, to prevent their eſcape; by 
this means, they Rilled 750 Rapparees, and 
broughr oft a confiderable Prey of Cattle 3 and 
having wich his Horſe advarced upon the Togher 
of Mallyhone, on Caftle Cuff, ſide the River, and 
from thence ſent the Cattle homewards, un- 
der a Guard of 2o Foor, and was returning 
with the reſt of the Party, whem he diſcovered 2 
Bodies of the late King's Army, each compu» 
ted to be 4o0o men, coming on our Party, as 
they ſuppoſed, privately berween the Wood 
and the Mountain ; bur perceiving we elſpred 
them, they bear their Drums. The Major, 
drew up his Party in a Plow'd Field, and was 
ready to receive them, having then with him 
but 110 Foor, and 34 Horſe, the reſt being 2 
Rapparee Hunting in the Woods : the Enenues 
Granadiers came over the Hedges towards us, 
bur perceiving our men ſtand firm, advanc'd no 
furcher : Their firſt Body were all this while, 
making rowards the Wood, which che Major 
perceiving, and ſupoſing his Men, who were 
Guarding th2 Prey, were nor yer gor ciear 
of the Wood, and mighkrthere be expoſed ro 
their numbers, March'd his Horſe and Foot 
through the Bogg, which as ſoon as he had 
paſſed, he underſtood by rheir Shooting, they 
were realy Engaged, and bravely maijnaiw'd 
the Fight, under the command of Lieutenanc 
Ellis, againſt che grear Body. By this cuze, 
che conrinual Firing, brought in 2 Pacties of 
ours, cf about 4> men each, rhe one come 
manded by Caprain Dixte, and Enſign Ruff, 
the other by Major Rider, and Licutenant Bars 
ton, Adjutant to the Lord George Hamiltaa's 
G 4 Regimear , 
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Regiment ; Major Word, commanded both P.t- 
ries, to march oneach ſidethe River, which was 
bur ſhallow, and himſelf wich the Horle, 
marched near the River, berwixr both Parties 3 
coming near che Enemy, the Major thinking 
the Horſe mizht do moſt Service, 1n falling up- 
on their Rear, immediarely Gallopt (ferching 
a little compaſs) ro doſo, rhe Enemy percei- 
ving his defign, (and being hard enough preſs'd 
by our Foot) began to make an orderly Re- 
rreat, which che Major ſecing, fell immediate- 
ly on their Flank, which pur them firſt into 
great Confuſion, and ſoon after ro a perte&t 
Flight: The Major then with ſome Horſe, 
Gallop to ſtop them, which he did effeRually 3 
and the Foot fo well ſeconded him in the Rear, 
char they Killed and took Priſoners, the Perſons 
in the annexed Liſt, and this, to admiration, 
with che loſt only of 1 private Man, and 2 0- 
thers Wounded. 

There were Killed and taken Priſoners, in 
this Ation, the Perſons following : viz.

On the 13th. of May, a Party of 300 Horſe 
and Dragoons and 200 Militia, went to Relieve 
the Garifon of Ballynagoolyz which having per- 
formed, they went to view Ballydab ; but upen 
their Approach, the Rebels drew into their 
Works, ſo thar our men could only Kill 5, and 
took as many Priſoners, with the loſs of only 
one Dragoon ; they Burned Buttavant, and re- 
turned with a prey of 1000 Cattle — The next 
day the Militia at Fermoy made an Incurfion 
inco the Enemies Quarters, and Kill'd 21 of 
the Rebels, and rook 8 Priſoners: The ſame 
day Captain Rigg's Troop brought in 2 Spies, 
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whereof 
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whereof One was a cunnin knave, a Drumer, 
and the Other a filly Pri.” — F 
On the 15th. A party of 45 Horſe arid 26 
Foot, going out of Cloyinkilty ro Scower the 
Country, under the Command* of Capt. Henry 
Rice z within a mile of, Caftle-haven, 4 Rappas 
res bouns'd our -of a 'CabBiY* one. of whom 
our men Kill'd, apd cut of Ys Head, which is 
fince ſerup in Bandon; his name was Maurice, 
Spillane,a Captain of the Rapparees, who Burnt 
Mr. Juſtice Cox*s Houſe, and committed ſeye- 
ral other*Villanies. ——The ſame day Quar- 
rer-maſter Edwards, Quarrer-maſter to Captain 
Godfrey's Militia Troop of Dragoons, having 
Advice, that ſome of the Rebels Horſe were 
betwixt Caſhill and Clonmell, he, with 20 of his 
Troop purſu'd them four miles towards Tippe- 
rary : They drew up in Order, as if they would 
have received our men 'bur, upon their .Ad- 
vance, Galloped off : Our men purfued them 
for ſome time 3; but their Horſes being roo 
weak to purſue further, they halted: In their 
return home, *they mer with a Parry of Rap- 
parees, of whom they killed 15, and broughr 
back ſome Sheep with them.—The ſame day 
Caprain Hugh Maſſey, a Captain of the Militia 
of the County of Lymerick, with a ſmall Parry 
of the Gariſon of Shanbally-Dyff, went beyond 
the Line; where they met with 179 Rapparees, 
of whom they kill'd 8, and pur the reſt to. 
flight: In this Aion; Mr. Wandelure, who 
was one of the Party, ( and being the firſt 
that eſpied them, Charg'd them'ſmglv, before 
the teſt could come up) behav'd himſelf 
with great Courage and Bravery ; as alſo did 
; Caprtaity 
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Captain Maſſey, and the reſt; who'brought 
back with them a prey of Cattle, and ſeveral 
Arms. 

On the 19th, A ſmall Party of Captain Wal- 
ter Pollard's Militia Dragoons, went out from 
Caſtle-Pollard a Rapparee-hunting;and dividing 
themſelves for rheir better ſearch, 3 of them, 
in a Wood within a great Bogg, near Drum- 
cree, eſpied 4 Rapparees, who were dividing 
four Pound in Silver, and (ome Braſs money : 
Our three Dragoons tcok both the Money, and 
the Rogues, whom they brought before Capr. 
Pollard, who immediately ſent them ro Mul- 
lengar ; where the next day they were Hang'd, 
being taken in Arms, and having ProteRtions 
in their Pockets. 

On the 21ft. Cornet Bagert, Cornet of the 
Troops of the ſame name,wenrt out; and meets 
ing with ſome of thoſe they call rhe White 
Serjeants mer, near Nurney, they KilPd 2 of 
them, and took a third; who being a great 
Villain, was immediately Hang'd : The nexr 
Morning they KilFd 15 others, near the Bogp 
of Allen; And the ſame Af erncon, they Kill'd 
11 more, and too's 9 Prifoners. Ic's certain, 
Caprain Baggots Militia Dragoons have hcen fo 
ready to go abroad, that within the compats cf 
Eight days, they have Killed no leſs than 11c 
Rapparees, 

On the 23d. Lieurenant C69/-y, Licurenzne 
of Sir Richard Buckley's Militia Troops, Mr. 
Henry Graydon, Brother ro Capt. Graydo", with 
ſome of h1s Brothers Dracoors, and Richard 


Harch ſhead, with ſome of the Militia Foot off 


the Barony of Ta/bots Town, being a Rapparee- 
huntirg 
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hunting, in the . Mountains about Bleſſington, 
they met with Lieut. Kavenah, and his Crew 3 
on their approach to the Town, 2 of Kavenah's 
out-Centry's Fir'd, but did our Party no hurt 3 
which Allarmed all the reſt, who bolred out 
of the Cabins in great Confuſien : Lieutenant 
Cooley fell-in with them, and kill'd 5 of them, 
the reſt taking to the Bogg, whom he fol- 
lowed; but a great Miſt falling, he ſoon loſt 
ſighr of them: He then ſurrounded the Bogg, 
as well as he could ; and ir at laft clearing up, 
he ſaw ſome of them: He advaneing towards 
them, Kavenah hung our a white Clout on the 
point of his Sword, and falling on his Knees, 
cryed for Quarter, promifing to do conſiderable 
Service ; which on that condition, Lieutenant 
Codley granted him his Life, taking him, and 7 
more Priſoners; who with one Hickey, who. 
Harboured them, were brought Priſoners to 
Dublin, ——Two of thoſe that eſcaped inthe 
Miſt, fell into Mr. Grayden's way, whom he 
Killed ; and the Militia of the Baronyof Talbot's 
Town Purſued the reſt. 

On the 24th. in the Morning, about 20 Rape 
parees, Horſe aud Foot, came to the Houle of 
Peter Phillips, one of Caprain Seamour's Militia 
Dragoons, four miles diſtant from Waterford, 
ro rake him away; they offer'd him Quarter, 
bur he refuſedir; ſaying, he expetted the ſame 
Quarter from them,which they gave his Netgh- 
Saunders, ( who was lately Barbaroufly Mur- 
dered after Quarter promiſed ) and ſo fired his 
Musket at them, which . being loaden with 


-<hot, wounded too of them; he then fired 


his Piſtol, and Kild one of them. They __ 
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ſer his Houſe on Fire; upon which he, open- 
ing the door, ruſh'd out upon them with his 
other Piſtol in one hand, and his Sword in the 
other ; whereupon they all run away, leaving 
their Companicn dead behind them ; whoſe 
Head is fince ſer upon one of the Gates of 
Waterford, The fame day, 6 of Captain Prior's 
Militia Dragoons mer with 10 Rapparees, of 
which one was a Captain ; they Fought them, 
Kill'd 2 of them, and Wounded 2; who with 3 
more of them, rhey took Priſoners, the other 
three making their Eſcape : The ſame Evening 
Major Weldon,and CaptainPhillips,being abroad, 
Kill'd 13 of the Rebels near Geaſb1/l. 

On the 25th. Captain William Underhill, of 
the Lord Lzvbourn's Regimenr, who was Garri- 
{>n'd at Donare-Cafile, rook a Rapparee near 
the ſaid Place ; who, to ſave his Life, promi- 
fed ro ſhew the Captain, where there was & 
Prey of Cattle, Guarded by a Body of Rappe- 
rees, and lefr his Father and Mother, and ſame 
other Relations, Security for the truth of his 
Inrelligence; whereupon the Captain, wich 20 
other Firelocks, which he procur'd from Col. 
lonel Brewer, for this Expedition, upon Tueſ- 
day before day, came to Ballanderry, where he 
ſcund a Body of near 300 of the Army and 
Rapparees ; of whom he Killed Captain Geaha- 
gan, 3 or 4 other Officers, and go private 
Men; the reſt run ro the Boggs ;and our Par- 
ty brought off a Prey of 69 Cows, ſome Hor- 
ſes, and other good. Plunder, with the loſs of 
3 men. The next day about Noon, having 
Intell1gence. That ſome few Rapparees were 
wichin a mile of Ba/lenderry, Captain Under- 
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hill went again avroad with 24 Firelocks, and 
fell upon 25> Rapparees, who were Guarding 
ſome Carrle 3 of whom he Killed 12, the reſt 
Eſcaped, leaving their Cattle, which fell into 
our mens Hands : Bur our men Marching home= 
ward, were Purſucd in the Reer by about 300 
of the Rebels, Commanded by Collonel Gea- 
hagan, and ſome Officers of that Name, and 
ſome Dragoons well Hors'd ; fo ſending home 
the'Prey, the Captain making his Party Face 
about, Killed 2 Dragoons, Wounded ſeveral ; 
and made his Retrear good for three quarters 
of a mile, with great Courage and Condu&, 
with the loſs of only 1 Killed, and x Woun« 
ded, and recovered. his Garriſon, which the 
Rebels came within Musket Shot to Attack 
but were ſoon beat off, without Fring. | 

On the 29th. A party of Dutch Horſe went 
out from Mullengar a Rapparze-Hunting, Kill'd 
ſeveral of them, and. brought in 3o Priſoners. 
The famous Red Bogg near Trim, having been 
for ſome time the uſual place of Rerreating 
for great numbers of Rapparees ; A meeting 
of the Commiſſioaers of Arrav, and Gentlemen 
of the Militia of the Counries of Eaft and Welt 
Meath, was held to concert the ways of Sup- 
— them 3 but thinking their own rum« 
ber too ſmall to ſcowre the Bogg, Caprain 
Blatkenham was appointed to defire the Aft 
ſtance of ſome of the Army ; which marter he 
rranſadted with Collonel Brewer, Governour of 
Mullmgar ; whe ordered a confiderable De- 
tachment of Fooxr, and ſome Horſe, to march on 
the 25th. on Clenard-fide of rhe Bogg, at which 
lame- time Captain. Backenhams, with the Mili- 
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tia of the County of Weſt-Meath, was appoint» 
ed xo. fecure the end of the Bogg near Brackhhn 3 
and. Captain Lambert, who Commanded rhe 
County of Meath Militia in Chief, with Sir 
Arthur  Langford's, and Captain Weifley's: Troops 
of Horſe,--and Captain Towers's, and Captain 
Wentworth's Companies of Foot, to ſecure one

ompany- another part, on Port-Leſter ſide : 
Purſuang ro which Agreement, the Militia be« 
gan their - March from Trim about Eleven a 
Clock. at- Night, and ſecured all. the ſtraggling 
Triſþ they met with in their March, to prevenr 
their carrying Intelligence to the Rapparees.
